“Fresh from the Gardens” 
The People’s Responsibility 


No apology need be offered to the readers of this column, we feel sure, 
for again discussing the same subject that formed the topic of last week's 
comment, namely, the ever mounting toll of deaths and serious injuries 
attributable to automobile accidents. The most effective way of minimizing 
as far as possible these tragedies is, it will be admitted, the arousing of | 
public opinion because, unless public opinion is aroused, all the preventive | 
laws in the world will not prove effective. | 

In conversation with the writer the other day a mother of a family, | 
careful, conscientious, intelligent and of the very best type of Canadian citi-| 
genship, one who takes a keen and active interest in all movements for the | 
betterment of the community and province in which she lives, stated that | 
only recently she and her husband had had the narrowest of escapes from a 
serious and probably fatal car accident. Let us recite the simple circur- | 
stances. | 

Driving at a moderate rate, her husband at the wheel came to a point | 
where the making of a left turn was necessary. He proceeded to make it. | 
At the same moment the driver of a car behind them speeding at forty miles 
an hour decided to pass ahead. Without slackening speed and without | 
sounding his horn in warning to the car ahead, he shot past, thus violating 
the rules of the road in at least two respects. He side-swiped the car in 
which the lady and her husband were driving, smashed a headlight to 
smithereens, tore off the front bumper, and all but wrecked the car. But, | 
added the lady, we too, were to blame because my husband had neglected to 
put out his hand indicating his intention to make the left turn. Fortunately | 
no person was hurt. 

All simple things,—failure to sound a horn before attempting to pass | 
the car ahead, failure to reduce speed when overtaking and passing the car | 
ahead, failure of the car ahead to indicate its proposed change of direction, 
and three lives endangered, several children narrowly escaped being 
orphaned, two families barely saved from lasting sorrow and much suffering. 
The laws were sound enough, a policeman right on the spot could not have 
enforced those laws in time to prevent a tragedy. Two individuals were 
alone responsible for placing their own lives and that of others in jeopardy. 
Bither one of them could have avoided this near calamity. 

It is probable that as these lines are being written other near-accidents 
of a more or less similar nature are taking place, and possibly serious in- 
juries and even death are the result. Who is to blame? The people them- 
selves. Nobody else. And such accidents will continue and will multiply 
until people by observing all laws and regulations, and through the exercise 
of proper caution at all times, put an end to such accidents. 

In this article, too, emphasis may well be placed upon the terrible men- 
ace of “glaring headlights". They are prohibited by law, yet are to be 
found upon practically every road and highway every night. Glaring head- 
lights-——-which blind the driver of any approaching car, making it impossible 
for him to judge his distance from the approaching car which has blandgd him 
or to see what is ahead of him. And because one car has such lights burn- 
ing, the other driver refuses to dim his lights, and two high powered cars 
rush at each other,—-sometimes they pass safely, sometimes they do not, and 
all too frequently even when a head-on crash does not result, one or both 
cars ends up in the ditch, or meets some other adverse fate. 

The owner of the “glaring lights” is apparently quite reckless and in- | 
different to the fact that by blinding the driver of approaching cars he may | 
be inviting his own death, because the blinded driver may smash into him; | 
and when driver No, 2 refuses to dim his lights because the other fellow did i 
not, he is only multiplying his own risks because he is blinding the other 
fellow. Again, who is to blame for the catastrophes which so frequently fol- | 
low? Not the law, because the actions of these car drivers is unlawful. Nor | 
can any army of policemen be maintained along every highway to enforce 
the law. The best that is possible is to make examples of people when they | 
can be caught. 

It is people themselves who are to blame, and it is well nigh impossible | 
to identify the culprits because the glaring lights renders the taking of car | 
license number extremely difficult. It is public opinion that must first be | 
aroused and educated to put a stop to these violations. It is not legislators, 
governments and police forces which alone have responsibility in this mat- | 
ter; the greatest responsibility rests with the individual citizen. And until 
individual citizens in far greater numbers than at present discharge that re- 
sponsibility, humanity must pay the price, and this terrible blot rest upon 
our much vaunted civilization.

Takes Place Of Sails 


A most interesting experiment, | 
which may be attended with import- | 
ant results, has been tried out by | 
Lieut.-Colonel Moore-Brabazon, M.P., 
noted British airman.

Drouth In China 
Damage Is Expected To Reach 

Amount Exceeding $1,200,000,000 

Shanghai, China.—The losses to the 
Chinese farmers and peasants occa- 
sioned by the prolonged drouth and 
record heat wave of the past spring 
and summer are expected to exceed 
| $1,200,000,000, according to a report 
{issued by the national famine relief 
commission, which is based on re- 
ports received from the stricken dis- 
tricts. 

In the 10 provinces, 263 districts 
have sent in reports declaring a total 
of approximately 26,750,000 acres of 
cultivated lands have been affected 
| by the drouth. 

When all surveys are completed it 
|is expected the drouth losses will 
|reach a more appalling total than 
|even the very pessimistic estimate of 
| the national famine relief commis- 
| sion. 

A survey conducted by the depart- 
| ment of agricultural economics of the 
|national agricultural research bureau 
| of the ministry of industries reveals 
; the damage caused by the drouth in 
|the two provinces of Kiangsu and 
| Chekiang alone is in excess of $528,- 
800,000. The area affected in these 
two provinces is only about one- 
third of the total area of the 10 
; provinces hit by the drouth. 


For Naval Equality 


| Japanese Present Their Claim 
U.S. Representatives 

London.—-The Jananese presented 
| their claim for naval equality to rep- 
| resentatives of the United States, as 
| thev had done in meetings with the 
| British. No action was taken and 
; no Official statements were issued, 

but it seemed obvious that a long 
| and knotty discussion faced the rep- 

resentatives of the world's three 
| leading naval powers. 

British and Americans feel that the 
existing treaties already contain suf- 
| ficient guarantees for equality in 
security. Japan would sweep away

In a nutshell, Japan is firm in its 
| determination to remove the existing 
ratio basis, on which naval categories 
of Britain, the United States and 
Japan are fixed on a 5-5-3 ratio 
respectively. If the other powers will 
‘not join her in abrogating the Wash- 
ington treaty, then she will abrogate 
|it unilaterally—independently.

Austria Over Dangerous 


al Situation 


Vienna.—-Events in Austria ap- 
peared to be heading toward a crisis. 
The political situation at present 
seems to be more dangerous and 
complicated, even than it was before 
July 25, when Chancellor Dollfuss 
was assassinated. 


Differences between the heimwehr 
(Fascist home guard) and Catholic 
storm troops appeared to be increas- 
ing daily despite official assurances 
to the contrary. 

Open clashes between these two 
armed groups, on which the govern- 
ment depends almost entirely for its 
existence, were reported from Inns- 
bruck and Graz, 
fighting was so serious police had to 
be called out. 

It was reported that Austrian 
troops which had been concentrated 
around the Austro-Yugo-Slav border 
since the July insurrection in this 
country had been withdrawn and 
despatched to upper Austria and 
upper Styria, where Communist and 
Socialist forces were said to be plan- 
ning separate uprisings. 

A statement in Die Bundespolizel, 
newspaper of the national police, that 
Austria's next revolution “will be an 
| insidious, beastly sight” was followed 
| by raids on Communist, Socialist and 
National Socialist headquarters and 
the arrest of more than 70 alleged 
propaganda agents. 

Raiding police uncovered the print- 
|ing plant and the propaganda offices 
of the groups opposing the govern- 
ment and confiscated 20,000 copies 
each of six issues of the banned 
Arbeitzer Zeitung, socialist organ, 
| printed in October and September. 
| Plates for a new number just re- 
; ceived at the printing shop, located 
on one of the city’s principal shop- 
| ping streets, were also confiscated. 
| In the same plant 10,000 copies of 


pamphlets titled “The Revolution” 
‘and 20,000 of ancther pamphlet 
were seized, while a stonemason’s 


home yielded tens of thousands of 
socialist pamphlets. Eight persons 
were arrested charged with distribut- 
ing them. 

Three offices of the Communist, 
“Austrian Red Aid” also were raided. 

The 20 Socialists and 50 Commun- 
ists arrested were sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, and were sent 
to a concentration camp. Printers 
of the Socialist paper probably will 
be tried on charges of high treason, 
an official announcement said.

For a moment a danger seemed to 
exist that this discovery would lead 
to a reaction away from natural 
foods towards foods compounded in 
laboratories. But it is now becoming 
clear that great as has been the pro- 
gress made in the elucidation of the 
qualities, or 
rather virtues, remain about which 
full and exact knowledge is not avail- 
able. Food charged artificially with 
vitamins is not, apparently, “just as 
good" as natural food. There exists 
some further, essential substance 
about which Nature alone possesses 
the secret. 

In these circumstances a new study 
of natural foodstuffs has been under- 


| taken and attempts have been made 


to arrive at such knowledge as can 
be placed at the disposal of the house- 
wife and cook. Knowledge exists, 
but {t has not reached the mass of 
the people. In consequence the inct- 
dence of maternal mortality, to tale 
but a single example, remains higher 
than it would be if young girls and 
young women knew how to buy and 
prepare food in accordance with 
scientific principle. As Dr. Leslie 
Harris told the Industrial Welfare 
Conference at Oxford, correct nutri- 
tion cannot be left entirely to chance 
or instinct, but must be based on 
knowledge and experience. 

The dissemination of knowledge is, 
evidently, the first step towards the 
acquisition of a sound experience, and 
it is here, undoubtedly, that the need 
of action is greatest. Teaching must 
be given at a time when it can be 
made use of and in such a manner 
that it can be understood. It has 


‘often been pointed out that the mor- 


tality among infants began to decline 
in this country when the generation 
of schoolgirls who had received the 
earliest instruction given about per- 
sonal and domestic hygiene became 
mothers. The decline in infant mor- 
tality continued steadily since 
that time. There can be little doubt 
that instruction in the buying and 
preparation and cooking of food, if it 
was given effectively, would bring 
about a similar diminuation in the 
incidence of many existing diseases 
For it is not only 
upon the history of medicine that 
dietetic habit exerts influence but also 
upon the history and welfare of peo- 
ples.-- Le Times.

Germany, Italy and France are 
showing signs of relaxing slightly 
their nationalistic trade policies, in 
the opinion of Dr. T. W. Grindley, 
chief of the Dominion bureau of 
statistics’ agricultural division, who 
was a Canadian delegate at the Bad 
Hilsen conference of agricultural 
economists, But otherwise little in-} 
dication of a relaxation in tariff and} 
other trade barriers in agricultural 
products was visible at the parley. 

Dr. Grindley went to Bad EHilsen 
accompanied by Dr. J. E. Atomer, 
professor of agricultural economics 
at Macdonald College, and Dr. W. 
Aen, professor of farm management } 
at University of Saskatchewan, after 
attending the London wheat confer- 
ence with John I. McFarland, head 
of the wheat pools’ central gelling | 
agency. Views held by economists 
at the conference in Germany were} 
“highly interesting’ in the light of 
the world wheat situation, he said.

gone farther in quotas and fixed, 
prices. French and Belgian farmers | 
with their small holdings cannot be, 
compared readily with Canadians, | 
but they too are benefitting from) 
assistance and protection.

More than a million acres of grain, | 
in preparation for the harvest of, 
1935, will be sown in the Soviet 
Union from acroplanes, | 
Air-sowing, first tried experiment- | 
ally in 1931, now has been declared 
a success. In the quality of work, ; 
sowing from aeroplanes equals that | 
done either by hand or by tractor- 
drawn machines, the government's 
agricultural experts have found. 

And the speed with which the job 
can be done is greatly in excess of | 
any other method. 

In 1933, it has been announced, 
each aeroplane engaged in sowing 
secded between 1,000 and 1,250 acres 
in a day, planting a total of 1,000,- 
110 acres, an area that will be some- 
what increased for 1985. 

In addition, it is declared, districts 
sown from the air showed a yield 10 


per cent. greater than similar fields 
sown by hand.

For Canada Being Urged By 
The Leaders Of Welfare Groups 


A co-ordinated health programme 
for Canada, wherein present health 
machinery would work more smooth- 
ly under a comprehensive nationally 
organized effort to preserve health 
and prevent disease, was urged by 
preachers, physicians, provincial and 
civic officials, and leaders of welfare 
groups in a series of addresses under 
the auspices of the Canadian Social 
Hygiene Council {tn Toronto during 
the last two weeks. 

Suggestions ranged from forma- 
tion of “a national health council” to} 
stimulate provincial programmes and 
correlate them with the federal de- 
partment of health, to a general pro- 
gramme of health education by Bov-| 
ernments and independent health! 
organizations. There were more than, 
50 speakers, including the Mayor of 
Toronto, justices, judges and health 
directors of independent bodies. 
Organizations represented included 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, the 
National Council of Women, the 
Social Hygiene Council, city and pro- 
vincial health departments, churches, 
independent welfare bodies and the 
Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion. 

It was contended by speakers that | 
the value of health education had 
been proved by results of pro- 
grammes directed to the prevention 
of venereal diseases, tuberculosis, | 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, and so 
forth, and that Canada’s daily sick 
list could be cut in half if present 
knowledge and equipment for disease 
prevention were made available to 
the public. 

Premier Bennett was commended 
for placing national health before the 
forthcoming inter-provincial confer- 
ence of premiers and support was 
urged to any move which might 
emerge from the conference towards 
broader health education. 

More than 16,000 persons who 
heard the addresses, delivered during 
the showings of “Damaged Lives", a 
health educational film, endorsed 
petitions which were forwarded to 
Ottawa urging representatives at the} 
conference to give national health the 
utmost consideration. 

From an economic as well as a 
social standpoint health preservation 
was a national benefit, speakers said. 
There are 21 million workdays lost | 
annually through illness, which cost 
the nation for doctors’ bills, hospital- 
ization and lost working capacity 
more than a billion dollars. Also, it 
was pointed out, there is a relation 
between illness and indigency which 
burdened the taxpayer. 

Educational programmes sponsored | 
the Canadian Social Hygiene 
Council had been of tremendous bene- 
fit in improving civic health, Mayor 
W. J. Stewart said. He credited the 
Council with having pioneered public 
interest in health throughout the 
Dominion, and said that no city could
